Tribute was paid to various war 
agencies at the dinner and scrolls 
presented to the agencies by the vet- 
erans’ committee in recognition of 
their work. The Canadian Red 
Cross, Windsor Overseas Smokes 
Fund, the Windsor Victory Loan 
Committee and the Windsor Active 
Service Canteen were the organiza- 
tions honored at the meeting.

OME MEN are born great, some 

acquire greatness and some have 
it thrust on them. Such an estimate 
of worth fails to fulfil the require- 
ments of true greatness—as one 
might expect in a priest. I would 
rather accept St. -Paul’s. estimate 
which may be attained by all, “I 
live now, not I but Christ liveth in 
me. Such is the measure of great- 
ness, the only greatness worth 
while, of every worthy priest in the 
realm of Christ's earthly kingdom. 

I first saw the Reverend Charles 
Parent on the morning of his ordin- 
ation, over 50 years ago, I saw him 
for the last time on the morning of 
his burial among his people in Til- 
bury, a short. time ago. In between 
those two dates there was crowded 
50 years of very active life in the 
priesthood. Of him it could truly 
be said “Christ liveth in me.” 


Native of Quebec 


Charlie Parent came from Rim- 
ouski, in the Province of Quebec. 
He made his early studies in a near- 
by college and came to Ontario, 
entering the Diocese of —London 
where he was incardinated as a 
member of its clergy. After com- 
pleting his philosophical and theo- 
logical studies at the Grand Semin- 


ary of Montreal, he was ordained in 


the church of the Assumption at 
Sandwich by the Right Reverend 
D. O’Connor in 1891, 
‘Then came the beginning of a 
very active and zealous career in 
the work. of saving souls. . His Su- 
perior who ordained him had such 
a lofty estimate of his character, 
ability and solidity of priestly worth, 
that he appointed him immediately 
Here he had 
a splendid opportunity to display 
his sacerdotal zeal with success. 
Promotion came to him and we find 
him successively at Prairie Siding, 
McGregor and finally at Tilbury, 
where for nearly 40 years; he did 
glorious work in the cause of 
Christ. It was during his tenure of 
office in Tilbury that he was raised 
to the dignity of Monsignor by the 
late Bishop Fallon.

FC. HENRY C. MARCHAND, 
H.. 8. °43, writes from Erlangen, 
Germany: “On Friday of last week 
a small group of men from the unit 
drove an approximate 125 miles to 
a small village near the Czechosla- 
vakian border. The village—Kon- 
nersreuth, Germany, and the reason 
to travel all this distance—to see 
Theresa Neumann, pre-eminent in 
the eyes of the Church for her mir- 
aculous re-enactments of the passion 
of Christ. I am greatly indebted to 
God for having been among. this 
group of G.I.’s, for I saw Theresa 
in her bedroom shortly after she 
had fallen into deep repose follow- 
ing her excruciating passion. Her 
eyes were closed, two heavy runlets 
ot blood having flowed profusely 
from them and coagulated on her 
cheeks. Her countenance was white, 
her cheeks hollow and sunken, and 
occasionally she writhed and 
moaned with after pains. I saw 
the stigmata of Christ’s wounds on 
her hands; they had not bled. She 
bled through her bodice at her 
heart where the wound was identi- 
cal with the wound Christ received 
from the sword. She has nine 
wounds on both sides of her head. 
On her kerchief they form a semi- 
wreath of blood stains. It is only 
on Good Fridays that she experi- 
ences the passion with greater and 
more intense suffering, when the 
wounds on her hands bleed, as well 
as all other wounds she has. -

St. Paul after his vision at lLvamas- 
cus, he went into partial solitude to 
study and pray while the opportuni- 
ty existed, for the day would come 
when the stress and strain of a very 
active life would require all his 
attention, and the store of strength 
gathered in the North Country 
would serve his purposes very well 
in the struggle for existence and 
success. 

Detroit was growing rapidly. 
People were flocking. to the city. 
The churches were not adequate 
to the needs of the fast growing 
population. Hence, new churches 
were necessary. What was a corn- 
field one year, would be the centre 
of growth next season. Sunday was 
sacrificed to the growing pains of 
Detroit. 

So churches had ‘to keep pace. 
Father Henigan was called. A tem- 
porary structure was thrown up in 
a hurry. In a year or two, a splen- 
did architectural gem would arise 
and St. Agnes Church like many 
others was on its way. Father Heni- 
gan was in the midst of the deluge 
of rush and work. He bravely 
breasted the tide. Today we find 
him showing the scars of battle, but 
still courageous in living up to the 
theme of his first Essay in the Lit- 
erary Society in Assumption in the 
90's. It was “age quod agis”. 

St. Agnes’ parish holds a very 
prominent place in ecclesiastical 
development.

P/AGENT JOHN SONBERG, U.S. Army, Wasserlewg, 
Germany: “Just a few words to let you know I received 
your paper. Glad to get it. Thanks. What surprises me is 
how you knew I was in the 9th Division. I really am not. Just 
attached to it. Life is quite interesting for me. I’m mixed up 


with *counter intelligence work — vou know, chasing nasty 
people who do nasty things in sheeps’ clothing. Wasserlewg is 
about 50 kilometers from Munich. I’ve been here about 2 
months. Traveling, I do a lot of it. I’ve been just about in 
every part of the American zone of occupation with the excep- 
tion of Vienna and Berlin. I see John Shada is back. Well, I'll 
close with another thanks for the paper. Hope you'll continue 
to send them.” Pvt. Douglas A. Wolcott, U.S. Army, Michigan 
College of Mining and Technology, Houghton, Michigan: “I’m 
sending this letter along to tell you my new address. I’m quite 
fond of the Chatter, and so | wish it sent up to the far north. 
Houghton is a lovely place, nothing but snow, snow, and more 
snow. The ground up here is covered by three feet of snow, 
with around eight feet along the roads. This place almost 
seems like it is cut off from civilization, and as we have little 
time for anything but books, we lose touch with the outside 
world. But Tony Mosack and Frank Coyle do a pretty good 
job of keeping me informed. Hockey is the only sport up this 
way, and so I joined a team that some of the boys in our outfit 
are forming. We played a practice game Sunday with a local 
high school team. We didn’t have a goalie or any pads and 
they knocked us around to the tune of 10-4, They are keeping 
us pretty well glued to the books. With calculus, drawing, 
physics, geopolitics, English, military science, P.T. and only 
two hours of free time a day. Well, don’t let Gerry Duchene or 
any other waiters spill gravy on your cassock.” Lt. (j.g.) Wil- 
liam Marinis, U.S. Navy, Norfolk 11, Va: “After I left Tiffin 
for Great Lakes, I found I had sea duty orders again. I was 
required to take a physical examination and found out I needed 
glasses. So now I have a pair. I had to wait two weeks for 
them and by the time they came, I received a new set of orders. 
My previous ones were cancelled and down here I was sent. 
Essentially I am a barracks officer—there are in most cases, 
two to a barrack. Each barrack has nearly 500 men in it. The 
men consist of those being separated, coming from ships to be 
re-assigned or to be transferred further. Nearly every day your 
day is filled up listening to their woes. How soon can I get a 
leave, when, why can’t I, when can I be paid, when am I going 
to be discharged, transferred or assigned? All this is just.a 
small idea of what I go through daily, along with about 30 
other barrack officers.” S2/c Tom Brennan, U.S. Navy, Saipan: 
“I have been in the navy since last July and have been overseas 
since last November and have been in a lot of places. I have 
been in Iwo Jima, Okinawa, Wake, Guam, Tintion and finally 
Saipan. I am with the 301 Bomb-Disposal Group. We had an 
accident last week. A Japanese five-inch bomb blew in our

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HE THINNING RANKS of 

the old guard—the grand army of 
Assumption—is rapidly disappear- 
ing over the horizon of time, bid- 
ding us a final farewell, till we shall 
all be assembled again at the foot 
of the great white Throne for all 
eternity. 

It came as a shock to hear that 
Monsignor Frank Sullivan of Chat- 
tanooga had passed on to join his 
comrades in the land of ever-never 
—ever in the sight of God—never 
to lose it, as long as God is God. 


Entered College 


Frank Sullivan came to the Col- 
lege along about 1890, In those days 
Ohio sent us many representatives, 
many of whom have risen to great 
heights in church and state. He 
settled into College life as one to 
the manner born. Although not 
athletically inclined, he managed to 
keep fit by joining the peripatetic 
school of philosophy and making 
mileage in the grove, while enter- 
taining his fellow philosophers with 
his genial wit and solid thought on 
the subject under debate. 

Frank, as was usual in those days 
with students for the priesthood, 
completed his courses in philosophy 
and theology in the Seminary at 
Cincinnati. With ordination he took 
his place in the front ranks of the 
fight and carried on the glorious 
struggle for God and the Church. 
The historic battle field of Chattan- 
ooga, Tennessee, was the scene of 
his greatest efforts. So gallantly 
did he carry on, that he was ele- 
vated to the rank of Monsignor in 
appreciation. 

Little did I think as I sat in the 
study hall in 90, that all around me 
were the budding flowers of future 
greatness in the Church, Sullivan, 
Murphy, Malone, Hillenmeyer, Mc- 
Keon, McCabe, O’Meara and Dun- 
nigan, the first purple blooms of the 
garden of the Assumption and sad 
to relate—all but two have gone to 
swell the chorus in glory. But other 
buds are opening into the fullness of 
growth to shed lustre on the Church 
of the present.

Returns Safely 
From Perilous 
Naval Mission 


Lt. Eugene Dalton Sought 
‘Live’ Mines in Pacifie 


T. EUGENE DALTON, Arts: 

41, recently returned to Detroit 
after participating in a very danger- 
ous mission with the U.S. Navy. 
Gene completed a four months’ 
cruise aboard the liberty ship Jos- 
eph Holt, which was to seek and 
detonate “live” pressure mines 
strewn by B-29’s in Japanese wat- 
ers. 

The crew, seven officers and 79 
enlisted men, most of whom had 
volunteered for what had all the ear 
marks of a suicide mission, arrived 
in San Francisco last month happy 
that they had “failed” in their mis- 
sion, 

Because of the nature of the 
mines, they could not be swept and 
their presence in channels traversed 
by Allied occupation ships made 
every voyage hazardous. The Holt 
made 250 runs through mine fields 
without an explosion, but the chan- 
nels are safe. The mines, loaded 
with 1,200 pounds of T.N.T. each, 
were set to become inactive last 
month. 

Prior to his latest mission, Gene 
had a memorable experience aboard 
a liberty ship during a typhoon at 
Okinawa.

ORE THAN 1,100 thronged Assumption Church on 
Sunday afternoon, March 24, when solemn tribute was 
made to the 119 alumni of Assumption College who gave 


their lives in World War II. 


They included the next-of-kin of our dead heroes, their 
friends within and outside the alumni group and ranking 
officers of the Army, Navy and Air Force in the area. 


LED BY BAND 


At 2.30, the C.O.T.C., the High 
School Air Cadets, a platoon of the 
Essex Scottish Regiment and over 
100 returned men, former students 
of Assumption, clad in the various 
uniforms of the Canadian and Am- 
erican services or in mufti assembled 
on the Assumption Campus. The 
parade to the Church was led by 
the Essex Scottish Pipe Band. 

As the parade entered the Church, 
the choir sang Holy God We 
Praise Thy Name. After a prayer 
of thanksgiving was recited by the 
Very Reverend E. J. McCorkell, 
C.S.B., the choir sang the Libera. 
For the ceremony about the cata- 
falque, draped with the Union Jack 
and the Stars and Stripes, the 
celebrant was Major the Reverend 
Michael J. Dalton, M.B.E., who 
had returned to Windsor the day 
before after almost six years service 
overseas. He was assisted by Major 
the Rev. Alvin J. Marentette, an- 
other alumnus, and Rev. Michael 
J. Pickett, C.S.B. After Father 
Dalton read the prayers for the

Father Guinan and Father 
Thompson then presented Memor- 
ial Scrolls to the next-of-kin of the 
Assumption dead. The sermon was 
preached by Captain the Rev. Wil- 
liam B. O’Toole, C.S.B., U.S. Army, 
former Assumption professor who 
paid glowing tribute to the fallen 
and pointed the pattern of peace. 
Afterwards, Pipe Major Jock Cop- 
land entered the Church playing the 
Scottish lament “Flowers of the 
Forest.” Slowly he marched down 
the-centre aisle of the Church, past 
the catafalque and out a side door. 
Solemn Benediction of the Blessed 
Sacrament was given by the Very 
Rev. Wilfrid J. Langlois, V.F., as- 
sisted by two World War I chap- 
lains, Rev. Frank P. White and 
Father Pickett. 

The parade formed again and 
drew up at the flag pole in front 
of the College building. Major Dal- 
ton spoke briefly of his recent 
audience with the Holy Father.

AX OLD tradition says that St. 
Patrick’s day held a very prom- 
inent place in the economy of As- 
sumption. It was a day that was 
celebrated with unction and spirit. 
In fact, it was a whole holiday free 
of classes or any thought thereof. 
I recall my first St. Patrick’s day 
in Assumption. The proper celebra- 
tion began the evening before with 
a concert. Music and more music 
by the glee club with a solo by Tom 


Conlon; piano selections by varied 
instrumentalists and of course, the 


great event of the evening—an eul- 


ogy on St. Patrick, delivered by 


Peter Malloy. 


The audience was composed of 
the scholars and a few of the 


neighbouring clergy. In all, it was 
a pleasant change for the boys. The 
program was completed by a few 
remarks by the superior, Father 
O’Connor—who allowed us a sleep- 


over next morning— a whole half 


hour. Oh, what a concession! 

After breakfast the holiday began 
with proper decorum—everyone had 
a splash of green to give color to 
the celebration. The forenoon was 
passed at the pleasure of the stu- 
dent, baseball particularly as this 
day was the official opening of the 
season. Dinner was something else 
with a few extras for filler. Then 
came the “piece-de-resistance” the 
grand march to Walkerville. All 
were supposed to take part. To es- 
cape, one had to have one foot in 
the grave. So we adjourned to the 
dormitory to put on our store 
clothes, shine ourselves up and pre- 
pare to show the folks we knew how 
to adjust our haberdashery and ap- 
pear in public. 

At 1:45, under the supervision of 
the Rec Master, Mr. Shaughnessey, 
and his assistant, we set out 100 
strong down Sandwich St., right 
through the town: even the folks 
stopped to look at us as we beat 
a military tread with measured step, 
head up and chest out. I might re- 

mark here that when we were re- 
turning, our heads were not up and 
chests were not out and we dragged 
a weary foot, quite ready to rest. 
We plodded on to alkerville, 
turned a corner and were on our 
way back. 

When we reached Hotel Dieu, we 
halted for a bit of inspection of the 
hospital that had opened only two

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Holy Week—1889

HERE now the side altars of 

Assumption Church _ stand, 
there was an alcove on each side 
with seats rising one above another 
on an incline, very much like the 
bleachers in a stadium. In these, 
all the students not engaged in the 
sanctuary, were assembled under 
the supervision of the Rec Masters. 
And there we stayed “put” during 
all the ,church services of Holy 
Week. 


In the sanctuary, the gray-haired 
little pastor—Father Aboulin— pre- 
sided over every thing ceremonial, 
for he just doted on ceremonies. He 
marshalled all his forces and con- 
ducted them through the mystic 
mazes of Holy Week rubrics. The 
little old man felt the dignity and 
majesty required and strove, as far 
as his size would permit, to realize 
both. He was at his best when 
singing the Passion as_ the 
“Christus”. 


The ceremonies were all carried 
out in minute detail. I wish to men- 
tion particularly the “Tenebrae”. 
This was something unusual, and 
was especially striking for one who 
had never heard the office recited in 
common before that time. It was 
not quite so well organized as at 
present, as the psalms were not 
sung in unison as now, but recited 
rather haphazardly, each one for 
himself with tones of all pitches. 
But the quartet was quite the sweet- 
est thing I had ever heard. Father 
Cote, Father Semande, L. Brady 
and Tom Conlon, whose voices har- 
monized splendidly, just swept me 
off my feet. I was so entranced, I 
lost all sense of location. It seemed 
like an echo from heaven. After 
more than 50 years, I can still enjoy 
the memory of that first quartet. 


As there were no Easter holidays, 
work went on during Holy Week as 
usual, except when we were busy 
in church. Holy Saturday came in 
its turn and we adjourned to the 
dormitory at noon hour to arrange 
our toilet: for the next morning; 
shoes were shined, whiskers (if we

| The Class of 1895

HIS WAS the last class of 

Rhetoric taught by Father Fer- 
guson—the grand old man of the 
romantic days of Assumption. As 
this class celebrated its graduation 
two years after I left, I find in the 
class picture of ’95 three whom I 
did not know. The others stand out 
clearly in my memory. It is a pleas- 
ure to recall them. 


James Hanlon, good, old, solid 
student, genial companion, whose 
lovable disposition made him a 
favorite with all. 


James Laughlin — Mickey to 
everyone — one of that numerous 
band, that gravitated from Grand 
Rapids as a focal point. In fact, Jim 
was from Grattan but Grand Rapids 
sounded better. Besides being a 
serious student, Mickey was prom- 
inent in athletics, particularly base- 
ball. Bowlar and Laughlin made up 
a battery that still lives as a unit 
in the traditions of Assumption. The 
mention of the one brings to mind 
the other. For many years after 
quitting college, they starred in 
Western Michigan as_ successful 
baseball artists. Mickey returned to 
the soil, married and raised a splen- 
did family. He was a striking char- 
acter with a charming personality. 


Frank Bowlar—also from near 
Grattan, hence, his natural hook-up 
with Mickey Laughlin in many a 
stirring battle on the diamond. He 
was a southpaw of no mean ability, 
with just enough wildness to terrify 
a timid batter as well as scarify 
Mickey’s fingers and pleasant dis- 
position. Like Mickey, he returned 
to his native heath and settled down 
to the problem of making two blades 
of grass grow where only one grew 
before. 


Mickey and Bowlar were very 
prominent in the social activities of 
the College, such as we had then; 
both could throw a wicked foot in 
a square dance or call the measure 
by rhyme and rhythm. 

James Gibbons, Goderich, On- 
tario, the flowering field of voca- 
tions, was a splendid student, not 
given much to athletics; more of

Smoking Was Taboo 

We were forbidden, most strictly, 
to ever engage in smoking especially 
during recreation, and like the eye 
of the Supreme Pontiff in Rome 
whose eagle gaze scans the very 
confines of the world, the penetrat- 
ing eye of Mr. Shaughnessy, guardi- 
an of recreation, scanned the recre- 
ation field with superlative keenness 
and rarely was a puff of tobacco 
smoke to cloud the atmosphere. 

One cold stormy day in Novem- 
ber, four of us, James Kelly of 
revered memory, Dennis Hayes, 
John Lynch—the founder of Visit- 
ation parish in Detroit, and my- 
self were walking at the farther side 
of the newly constructed handball 
building, no Mr. Shaughnessy in 
sight. I had borrowed a little pipe 
from George Drawe. It had a 
gutta percha bowl and a long thin 
stem, a thing of beauty to the pipe 
smoker. We lit our pipes, that is 
Kelly and I, and on the look-out for 
Mr. Shaughnessy at the other end 
of the field, were oblivious to all 
else. 

Suddenly around the corner of 
the ball alley came Father Mung- 
ovan, vice-rector and a custodian of 
discipline and culture at that time. 

hen we saw him, I dropped the 
still lighted pipe in my overcoat 
pocket and turned to Father Mun, 
appearing as innocently as I could. 
He spoke at once—‘you boys have 


been smoking’... Before we. could 
say yes or no, he saluted me with 
—Henigan, your coat is on fire, 
give me that pipe’. 

We're Speechless 


I reached into my burning pocket, 
drew out the still smoking pipe and 
handed it to him. Our chagrin made 
us speechless. It would have been 
just a defeat in a battle of wits if 
Mr. Shaughnessy had caught us, 
but to be caught by Father Mun, 
that was terrible, really horrible and 
revolting to our pretentions of 
cleverness. 

Father Mun’s footfalls as he 
walked along the corridors of the 
college, could be heard a_ block 
away and he always coughed aloud 
before he turned a corner. Rever- 
end Thomas Luby said—The al- 
ways whistled at the crossing.’ Here 
we were, my overcoat afire and the 
evidence in Father Mun’s hand. We 
were really caught that Sunday 
afternoon about four o’clock. 

I went to Father Mun next day 
and told him that Lynch and Hayes 
had not been smoking, only Kelly 
and lL, We lost our testimonials etc. 


“No Name, No Pipe” 


At the close of the school year in 
June, I went to Father Mungovan 
and told him that the pipe he had 
taken from me that day in Novem- 
ber belonged to another boy, and 
that I thought the square and up- 
right thing to do would be to give 
it back to me and let me return it 
to the owner. He said he would if 
I would tell him the owner’s name. 
I wouldn’t do that of course, and he 
said bluntly—‘no name, no pipe’. 

That was fifty-three years ago 
and at nine o'clock today, we are 
burying George Drawe. May he 
rest in peace, even if I did suspect 
that Father Mun, who was a very 
clever man, might have had a few 
smokes out of George Drawe’s pipe 
with the slender stem and the gutta 
percha bowl.”

Letter Written Shortly 
Before Death Revealed 


Copy of a letter written on Dec. 
14th, 1945 by the late Monsignor 
Francis X. Sullivan, of Chattan- 
ooga, Tenn., to Rev. Charles E. 
Henigan of Detroit: 

“Ray of Sunshine” 

“Your letter came in this morn- 
ing’s mail. It was a ray of sunshine 
and opened up memories of days 
gone by; days full of happiness, 
ambition and disappointment. 

“Hanging in my room is the old 
picture taken at Sandwich. I keep 
counting the present and absent 
ones. It seems strange that those 
friends of days gone by have taken 
the lead into that somewhere, some- 
place. One by one the line is grow- 
ing thinner and I am happy to feel 
that I am still in your mind and 
memory. 

“Every now and then I run across 
a note sent me by Frank Forster 
before his untimely passing on. He 
drew a picture when those of his 
time would be no more and yet 
there are a few of us left. 

Gave Invitation 

“Tf you come down by way of 
Chattanooga to Florida any time, 
drop in. It will be a grand occasion 
to open up this book of memories 
and recite once again the story of 
our early meeting. It is a long 
time when you figure it on the cal- 
endar, but it seems only yesterday 
and it is the dearest thing in my 
life. You cannot replace the old 
friends with new ones.

N INSTITUTION, unique in 

its own way, was, is and shall 
be the Annual Retreat for the stud- 
ent body of Assumption, It was 
considered a very necessary adjunct 
of the Petit Seminaire—which was 
the object and purpose of the Col- 
lege in its inception. Of all the 
traditions of the institution, the 
Annual Retreat has survived the 
ravages of time and remains today 
practically intact, coinciding exactly. 
with the original idea in its pro- 
cedure, and leaving its impress upon. 
the mind and heart of another gen- 
eration. 


New Experience 


To me in 1889 the Retreat was 
something entirely new. I had made 
Missions in my earlier days, but a 
retreat—I had to learn all about it 
from personal experience. Many of 
my fellows felt the same way about. 
it—and were ready to give it a good 
square and fair trial, 


As there were several angles to 
be considered for the proper pro- 
gress of the spiritual venture, so 
proper preparations were mneces- 
sary for the occasion. As the spir- 
itual conduct of the Retreat had 
been provided for by the authorities 
of the College, the quasi-material 
preparation was left to the likes or 
dislikes of the student himself—a 
sort of material aid to reflection. 
The sole requisite consisted of only 
one thing—a generous supply of 
McDonald’s Black Strap chewin 
tobacco or Peiper Heisdeck Ameri- 
can Plug. <As the first aid to con- 
templation, it proved a great success 
unless the Rec Master, Mr. Shaugh- 
nessy, became unduly suspicious or 
inquisitive about that bulge on one’s 
cheek,’ Then the aid to contempla- 
tion failed—a drought set in right 
there. Hine lacrymae! 

The proper concept of a College 
retreat implied rigid silence. For 
three days the quietude of the cam- 
pus was undisturbed by shout or 
call. A sort of sign language con- 
veyed some idea superinduced by a 
significant grunt. It was a very 
simple code; usually a finger to the 
mouth meant a chew, a nod of the 
head meant yes or no. But silence 
was a great trial for the youngsters; 
with the grown ups, a straight face 
indicated a short cut to perfection.

At the last recreation before the 
opening of the retreat, the air was 
rent with a sustained cheering—a 
sort of last chance. The counter- 
part of this uproar occured at break- 
fast table on the closing day of re- 
treat. Then the pent-up vocal ener- 
gy was unleashed. The accumulated 
volume of untalked talk was let 
loose with forced drait; bedlam 


broke out and pandemonium reigned 


for the moment—retreat was over. 
Fr. Van Recalled 

- My first retreat at the College 
was conducted by Father Schmoul- 
ders, a Redemptorist. It was a very 
impressive series of talks on the all 
important subjects, the four last 
things particularly. Every year saw 
a new Retreat Master until Father 
Van Antwerp, one of our first pup- 
ils of 1870, began a series of Annual 
Spiritual exercises that continued 
for 34 years. They were splendid 
and encouraging. One could not 
make a retreat under him and not 
feel the better for it: 

The Annual Retreat in the old 
regime took place in May, and 
seemed to fit in quite well with the 
special devotions to our Blessed 
Lady. When the College developed 
into University procedure, the time 
of the Annual Retreat was changed 
to the Autumn Semester. In all, it 
is a tradition well maintained and 
splendidly conducted spiritually for 
the welfare of all who make it.

E was born in New York, 
moved to Montreal in child- 
hood and then he was on his way 
to his heroic life work among the 
murmering pines and hemlocks of 
the North Shore of Georgian Bay. 

He began his studies with the 
Jesuit Fathers in Montreal; made 
his philosophy in Assumption about 
1905-07; then pursued his theo- 
logical course With the Redemptor- 
ist Fathers in Indiana. His final 
step was ordination to the priest- 
hood in Rochester, N.Y. He was 
incardinated in the Diocese of Sault 
Ste. Marie by Bishop Scollard. 

Appointed Pastor 

After a curacy in Sturgeon Falls, 
he was apointed pastor to Web- 
wood, a lumber town, with Espan- 
ola as a mission. Webwood soon 
became a ghost town with only 
sawdust piles, abandoned shacks; 
fit place for bats and owls and de- 
void of men. This was the result of 
the depletion of the forest. 

Espanola became the center of 
activity. Father Brennan made his 
new parish the focus of his remain- 
ing life’s work. Not only was he 

parish priest but a leader in civil 
aa social life. Businessmen con- 
ferred with him, the poor and 
struggling relied on him. He was 
really an “alter Christus”, seeking 
out lost sheep and caring for the 
sick in all kinds of weather and in 
the most remote recesses of the 
hills, and that with the utmost dif- 
ficulty, especially in winter. 

He was a man of heroic mould, 
of striking personality. His people 
loved him; his townsmen trusted 
him. He was the soul of charity. 
His home was a house of hospitality.

At a meeting of the City Council — 
of Windsor held on October 1 that 
body voted a grant of 31.898 acres 


of vacant land to Assumption Col- 
lege. The property of almost 32 
acres is at the east of the college 
farm which it adjoins and extends 
from College Avenue to Tecumseh 


Rd. For the sum of $1 and with the 


stipulation that the property be 
used only for erecting thereon a 
stadium and educational building 
the land will be given to Assum- 
ption. 

According to the resolution of the 
Windsor Council the land is given 
“in lieu of a grant in aid of the ex- 
pansion program.” Mayor Arthur 
J. Reaume said the action of the 
Council would be subject to ap- 
proval of the department of mun- 
icipal affairs.

DANIEL T. WHOLIHAN 
ATHER Daniel T. Wholihan, 
45, Pastor of St. Hugo of the 

Hills Church, Bloomfield Hills, 

Michigan, well known alumnus of 

Rhetoric ’20, died suddenly on Sat- 

urday, October 5, a short while after 

he had taken part in the Forty 

Hours Devotion in the Church. Al- 

! though his health had not been good 

recently, Father Wholihan’s death 

was a great shock to his many 
friends.

parochial school.

Father Lalande 
Escaped Death 
By Twenty Feet 


The Chatter Reaches 
Him in Far Off Tangshan 


EV. ERNEST LALANDE, S&S. 

J., Catholic Mission, Suchow, 
Ku, China: “I don’t know which [ 
should applaud more: the assiduity 
with which you have been sending 
me Alumni Chatter in spite of years 
of silence or, The Alumni Chatter 
itself for its unending interest. How 
well you have kept posted on my 
different addresses, is still a mystery 
to me and how well you have kept 
The Chatter so interesting is be- 
yond my comprehension. 


Receives The Chatter 
“T have been receiving ‘The Chat- 


ter since it began roaming the world 
years ago. o reach me it has to 
circle half the globe, and what’s 
that for The Chatter! Good old 
Chatter, nothing gets in its ag 
It may be delayed by a train wreck, 
a blown up bridge, but its motto is 
‘je passerai’. 

“T left Canada last January as you 
all know. Flew to Los Angeles and 
took passage on the “Tuscon Vic- 
tory” and made a_ bee-line for 
Shanghai. I arrived in Suchow on 


the 20th of February and from there > 


I was sent to Tangshan, a little 
city, surrounded by high walls and 
just sixty miles west of Suchow. _ 

“Everything was going fine till 


August 10. That date will remain

OOTBALL, as we know it now, 

was unknown when I came here 
in 1888. As we played baseball till 
the snow flew, there was little call 
for any other sport. Once the zip 
was in the air and the vagrant snow 
flakes began to glide over the ter- 
rain, then it was time for football. 


Meagre Equipment 


Our equipment was very, very 
meagre. ‘TI'wo pairs of goal posts, 
painted red and white with a cross 
bar, and one football. That was 
our complete supply of material. 
Every one in school was eligible to 
play as there were no teams. The 
rules corresponded to our basket- 
ball regulation. No one was per- 
mitted to carry the ball. He might 
dribble it and take his chance of 
being tackled. A free kick was con- 
ceded to a player signalling a free 
catch. All the rest was just main 
strength, skill in running and ability 
to kick high and far. 

The game was organized by the 
simple means of someone shouting 
—sides of study hall, or sides of

~ chapel. Then the game was on with 


-about an hour on _ holidays, 


zest and fury. There was no um- 
pire. A goal consisted of the simple 
process of kicking the ball between 
the posts and under the cross bar. 
The time of the game lasted the 
whole period of the long recreation,

memorable in the history of Tang- 
shan. At 11 p.m. the Communists 
attacked the city and after a day 
and a half of hard fighting, succeed- 
ed in entering the gates. ‘T‘wenty 
shells hit our compound. One ex- 
ploded twenty feet away from where 
[ was saying Mass, another ten feet 
from a prie-dieu I had left a few 
minutes before. Most  enervating 
was the ransacking by the Reds. 


Cornered Him In Room 

“A bunch of seven or eight rough. 
necks and bandits had me cornered 
on the third floor. They had me 
open all the rooms and they helped 
themselves to everything that took 
their fancy. Alarm clocks, fountain 
pens, money, clothing, breviaries 
because of their leather covers, 
shoes etc. One of them felt my 
wrist and took my watch. Then 
followed a week of constant per- 
quisitions at all hours of the night 
and day. Young boys of 17 and 18 
armed with guns and hand gren- 
ades, would talk to you as if they 
were emperors. We had to be at 
their service all the time. After a 
week of this, the Reds left because 
well armed Nationalist troops were 
on their way to recapture Tang- 
shan. They entered the city on 
Monday, t,he 19th. Since then, 
Tangshan has never seen so much 
activity. Jeeps, grucks loaded with 
munitions, cann@ns and what not. 
Tangshan has become the military 
headqquarters of northwestern Ki- 
angsu province. 

“We have quite a school in Tang- 
shan. Last year, we had over 800 
students and we expect as many 
this year. I am teaching English 
and a few other little things besides.

“Of course I was unable to be 
present at the big reunion on the 
28th, but I had a special intention 
for yeu all on that day. I wonder 
if any of my old friends were there: 
Harold and Alger VanHoey, John 
Defever and others who were m 
school-mates between ’20 and ’23.

The Old Chapel ] 


a2 LiGn Beira wiisga .

HE original chapel was a room 

in the old part; more an oratory 
than a chapel. It served until the 
administration building was erected 
in 1874. Then the second floor over 
the Superior’s room was given over 
completely to be used as a chapel 
until 1908, when the new chapel 
was erected, 


Devotional Place 
The chapel, as we knew it in the 
80’s and 90's, was a very devotional 
spot where one could pray to one’s 
heart’s content, (unless the Rec 
Master was rounding up strays). It 
had three altars which were utilized 


every morning by the Fathers of the 


College, and on the second round, 
the community Mass was said for 
the pupils. The atmosphere of 
devotion was enhanced by the lit- 
urgical functions, hymn’ singing, 
Missa Cantata, Vespers and Bene- 
diction, with sermons on Sunday 
morning and during the month of 
May. Here confessions were heard 
on Saturday night. Admission to 
confession was accomplished by a 
presentation of a ticket with the 
penitent’s name inscribed. That was 
to keep a check on a boy’s practical 
piety. 

Here also were conducted the 
annual retreats for the students— 
three days of prayer, preaching and 
usually a general confession. It was 
edifying to see the spirit with which 
the students, young and old, entered 
upon the retreat. Silence was ob- 
served rigorously. It was easy to 
conclude that the average boy 
is anxious about the one thing 
necessary. 

Candy Pond Aided 

The upkeep of the chapel was 
assured by the receipts of the candy 
pond. Needless to say, the expend- 
itures had to be curtailed, but what 
was purchased was necessary and 
quite serviceable. : 

In order to give the chapel a real 
churrch-like appearance, mullioned 
windows did duty for the stained 
glass of the bigger buildings. 

The day came when the home- 
like devotional chapel yielded place 
to the present pretentious structure 
in 1908. We shall speak of that 
later. But the old chapel is now 
devoted to the housing of priests

Those grapes were tenderly cared _ 
for, guarded carefully and watched 
diligently by all, both staff and 
pupils.

Frequently the vines needed _ 
examination to note the progress _ 
toward maturity. It mattered not — 
if some of them were a trifle green, _ 
they were forbidden fruit; hence 
desirable. 

The pay-off came when the grapes 
were ripe. The task of gathering — 
was a labor of love (of grapes) as 
well as a privilege of the Rhetoric 
class. The Econome made his sel- 
ection of harvesters and the work 
was begun; of course, the pickers _ 
had to sample a few bunches of the | 
luscious fruit just as a starter.

Destroyed by Cold | 

The vineyards were in full vigor 
until about 1902, when a killing cold 
spell destroyed the greater part of 
the vines. The rest were uprooted 
and the whole sweep of land was 
converted into a garden, where |r. 
Cote exercised his skill in producing 
celery and a few other vegetables. 
The experiment did not ‘continue 
long. The ground was then per- 
mitted to lie fallow until the new 
scheme of progress converted it into 
lawn and courts to embellish the 
now progressing building program 
of Assumption. 

_ P.S.—Maurice Coste of Amherst- 
burg, 1884-86, called Sept. 22, 1946, 
and among his enjoyable memories 
was the reason why there were so 
few grapes near the grove, and also 
of his discovery of the effect of 
grapes on a pillow-slip. So samp- 
ling ripe grapes was a tradition © 
maintained dees sional to the end.

For Nearly Four Years

Rev. Armand J. (Benny) Jacques, 
M.M., famous atblete at the college 
a quarter century ago, has arrived 
back in Windsor was welcome. 


Prisoner of Japs 

Father Jacques, held a prisoner 
in an internment camp by the Jap- 
anese in Manchuria for nearly four 
years, appears in excellent health. 
He was liberated on September lI, 
1945, by Russian troops and re- 
mained in the Mukden area until a 
few weeks ago. He has little to say 
of his experiences as a Jap prisoner 
other than to say that the camp in 
which he was interned and the treat- 
ment accorded prisoners there was 
much better than in other camps. 

The former Assumption football, 
baseball and hockey star flew to 
Detroit from Peiping, China. The 
flight, which covered five days and 
included 63 hours actual flying time, 
was the first plane trip for Father 
Jacques. He travelled 13,405 miles 
to Detroit and in the five days did 
not get a chance to take his clothes 
off. 

Many Years In Orient 

Father Jacques has spent nearly 
20 years in the orient as a member 
of the Maryknoll Missioners and

Rt Rev. Maurice Walsh, 65, pas- 
tor for 14 years of St. Philip’s 
Church, Battle Creek, Mich., died 
suddenly November 27 of a heart 
attack.
